Sugar cane harvest at Okee- 
lanta Refinery ended Mar. 16 
after processing 191,537 tons of 
Taw cane, according to figures 
reléased this week by Earl Wil- 
son, auditor at the firm.

After months of investigation, 
special sessions and numerous 
trips for comparison, the Belle 
‘Glade City Commission ordered 
the creation of an ordinance 
authorizing the city to validate 
$500,000 to build a sewer sys- 
tem. 

Two main differences exist. 
between the plan now set ín 
motion and the original plan 
some two years ago. 1. It will 
cost less to the user, and 2. It 
will service less of the city. 

Thi means that the city will 
get less of the government 
grant of approximately $205,- 
500 for the project 
, City Manager Clarence Rob- 
inson pointed out that while 
the system might be described 
as "bobtailed," all of the city's 
sewerage plans are being re- 
viewed by State Board of Health 
officials. 

A referendum Sept. 10, 1957 
approved a $1.1 million project 
for the entire city (351-321) and 
286 voters didn't register yes 
or no on the question. They 
approved such a system. if it 
would cost no more than $4.50 
per family unit,

Found At City PO 


That old chestnut the chain 
letter has begun to plauge Belle 
Glade postal authorities accord- 
ing to an announcement this 
week by Postmaster George 
Farnall. 

A recent post office bulletin 


that chain letters were back in 
the scheme of things again. It 
called attention to the fact that 
these schemes are in violation 
of postal lottery and fraud laws. 

Any available information 
concerning the methods of op- 
eration is to be reported prompt- 
ly to postal authorities. Quite 
by accidemt a worker here dis- 
covered a chain letter. 

Rain Tuesday night got into 
a mail box and caused one let- 
ter to fall apart. Twelve similar 
envelopes with obviously the 
same handwriting were found in 
the same box. The opened letter 
was found to contain a typical 
chain letter format. 

It said: "She sail manifest all 
nations and let this prayer go 
around the world. If you don't 
send it great misfortune will 
come to your house so copy 
and send to 13 persons, and on 
the 13th day happiness will 
come to your house. A woman 
made fun of this prayer and 
her daughter died. Please pay 
attention to this prayer. Don't 
let it die in your house. Family 
read the 6 psalms.” 

Misfortune has already come 
to her house. She spent 39 cents 
on.stamps for nothing. By in- 
cluding a threat (“If you don't 
send it, etc") in the letter, 
postal regulations have been 
violated. 

Anyone caüght mailing these 
senseless chain letters can be 
prosecuted, fined and/or jailed. 
How's that for misfortune com-

the middle of the winter be- 
cause the people at Stuart com- 
plained that they couldn't catch 
any fish. They had the whole 
Atlantic Ocean to fish in and 
could move their boats at any 
time, Unfortunately for us we 
couldn't move our farms. Money 
talks so the wealthy tourists got 
all the- consideration. The St. 
Lucie locks would be closed and 
our crops drowned out. 

When the canals were being 
planned from Lake Okeechobee 
every community on the east 
coast wanted one. Now they 
have them, and they don’t want 
them. Millions of dollars were| @ 
pent on these canals and they 
should be used as intended — 
for drainage and water control. 
Since the islands are prac- 
tically frost free they are very 
aluable for midwinter farming 
when the tender crops on the 
mainland are frozen out. There- 
fore these midwinter floodings 
have been doubly disastrous, 

During the last 14 
so at two different times our 
farms were flooded and useless 
for two seasons each time, I 
am sure Mr. Nathan Mayo can 
verify this as he did plenty of 
fishing over our farms. He 
caught a big bass inside Mrs, 
Bratley’s barn and a large 
string in Braddock's barn. 
When these midwinter floods 
ings occurred it can plainly be 
seen that something other than 
excessive rainfall caused them, 
especially so since before the 
levees were built we had prac- 
tically no flooding problems. 
For the past eight years we 
were fortunate enough to rent 
our farm for a small cash rent, 
so I cannot recall the exact 
number of times the place was 
flooded, but it was often endugh 
to keep us from getting a decent 
amount of rent. 

Our quarrel with -the ficca. 
control people is not,-en: 
has been because of their de- 
sire to provide protection for 
the mainland, but any upright 
decent thinking person would 
feel as we do, and always hav 
that since our islands 
doomed to be sacrificed for the 
mainlands protection we should 
receive a fair value for our land. 
The damage to us from these 
unnecessarily drowned crops 
has been terrific. These mid- 
winter drown-outs were 
due to excessive ra 
due mainly to the closi 
the control canals in order 
cater to the whims of th 
called sports fishermer 
fact that nothing has éver been 
done to stop the flow of water 
Kissimmee c 
n on us when the S 
locks were closed. Miscalcula- 
tion and mismanagement of the 
facilities we have, i 
ation, has caused the dam 
rather than excessive rainf 
With so many crop fail 
due to the high water being 
forced on us I was obliged to 
take in sewing to.help make the 
se 
drown-outs and the hopelessness 
of trying to get decent consid- 
eration from the flood control 
people it has been too much 
for Ross. In the past ten years 
he has suffered three bad 
strókes and three serious heart 
attacks and has been unable to 
work in all that time. 

We are old people now; Ross 
is 76 and I am 66. Due to my 
failing eye-sight and rheumatic 
hand?*4 can no longer sew. 
Since I am having to give up 
sewing and our farm is com- 
pletely under water and we are 
unable to rent it as we have 
in the past, we are forced to sell 
for the beggarly sum offered 
us by the Flood Control Board 
with the hope that by pinch- 
penny living we can make it 
last out-our remaining years. 
Since we are forced to sell 
for the beggarly sum dreamed 
up by the FCD we want every- 
one to know that we feel that 
the State of Florida -still owes 
us the difference between what 
we are getting and a fair and 
honest price.
